solar energy projects in Geor-
gia within 30 days.

“I have been and continue to
look for ways to encourage the
development of solar energy in
the state of Georgia,” McDonald
said. “As part of an overall
portfolio mix, I believe solar
energy can serve as a reliable
source of clean energy and a
hedge against volatility in the

price of fossil fuels. As the cost of
solar energy continues to decline,
Georgia Power and this Commis-
sion should be prepared to move
toward the inclusion of more solar
energy in Georgia Power’s re-

source mix.”

McDonald added that one option
would be to carve out additional
capacity for solar energy from
the Georgia Power 2015 Re-
quest For Proposal (RFP) seek-
ing additional electric generation
capacity. He added that another
option would be an amendment
to Georgia Power’'s Renewable
Action Plan that would allow for
the possibility of including solar
energy through a Purchased
Power Agreement. (PPA)

and driver qualification require-
ments and; 3. buses were not
properly inspected, maintained
or repaired by the company as
required by federal regulations.
The FMCSA Imminent Hazard
Out-of-Service order stated,
"Individually and cumulatively,
these violations and conditions
of operation substantially in-
crease the likelihood of serious

injury or death to H & W Tour
drivers, passengers and the mo-
toring public." The order directed
the companies’ buses currently
on the road to "proceed to their
next immediate destination
where the passengers can be
safely accommodated.”

The FMSCA orders prohibit H & W
Tour, Inc. and JCT Motor Coach
from engaging in intrastate
transportation as well of course
interstate transportation.
